I have waited to hear fome-body or 
other defend that Ordination, and tell us, 
it ought to be accepted among us-——Buc 
hitherto no Man has atteripted it 


I Have from the Beginning of the prefent 


Indeed 1 think by the fame Rule, that the 
Facobite Bifhops can ordain Minifters ; the 
Pretender may nominate Bifhops, and fo 
you may bring in anew Chain of Caufes 
and Confequences not yet thought of ; and 
I am ready to talk with the Gentlemea pp 
on that Head, whenever they pleafe. 

Now pray, Gentlemen, obferve to di- 
ftinguifh right in this Cafe, The Man is 
not imprifon’d for fetting up the Common- 
Prayer; and this. is the fecond Attempt 
they have made, withovt Effe@, to hgve 
theProfecutions of theInnovators inScothand 
be meerly on that Head, that the Church 
of England might be {aid to be perlecuted-« 
I allow, that after all they wilt force-tha 
People of Scotland to do it—~Ane that the 
Church of Scotlend will not permit the 
Thing—————- That they ftipulated. A os 
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Unton exprefly againft, and that if it be 
thruft upon them, they will oppofe it—— 
And to them that afk me why they will— 
I fhall fay, anfwer me firft this Queftion, 
and then J thall an(wer thats Why will ye 

ut it upon them, contrary to exprefs Con- 

itions, alorg Treaty, and a folema Bar- 
gain? Ifany Man offers toquery, whether 
it was ftipulated againft or no, I 
enter upon the Proof of it at Demand 
-At prefent I am to return to the Matter of 

This Perfon has been imprifon'’d fome 

Time—- To talk of Starving, Diftrefs, and 
fuch Things, I fuppofe, no Body that knows 
Things there, will offer that~How,and upon 
what eafie Terms he might have come out, 
and may ftil, avery Body knaws, Viz. Oly 
his promifiag, to defift from. what by the 
Law he cannot do But the apparent 
Defign is to come out over the Heads of the 
Magiftrates, that he might infalt them with 
more Freedom; in order to which, he pre- 
fented to the Lords of the Seffion, on the 
sth Inftant, a Bill of Sufpenfion, praying 
to be difcharg’d, and afedging wrongous 
Imprifonment—— And this beitg to be 
debated on the 8th, the Magiftrates ap 
pear'd to defend their Proceedings 
And I cannot give the World.afuller. Ac- 
count of che State of the Cafe, and the Ar- 
guments on both fides, than in the follow-- 
ing Paper, being the Copy of what was 
drawn up by the Advocates for the Magi- 
firates, and given unto the Lords of the 
Sefiion —The reft of the Proceeding thall 
follow.

ANSWERS fo she Magifirates of the Good 
Town cf Ediabujgh, to the Bil of Sufpene 
fion given, in the Name of cfr.‘jsnes 
Greintheils, teterded Je Miniter of 
the Church of Lynam im \rviand. 


Sa Complainer Mr. Fames Greinfheils, 
withon€ a Legal Vocation to be a 
Jawful Minifler of any Church or Commu- 
nion, having prefoumptuoufly taken upon 
him to preach and exercife all the Parts 
of the Minifterial Funvijon in Svorland, 
and that at Edinburgh, aid with an 
uncommon Oftentration 1o praGife what he 
had begun openly. 


The Reverend Presbytery of Edinburgh 
did very {uitable to their Duty, call him 
before them 5 And he did (o far acknowledge 
their juft Authority as to Compear, and did 
produce a pretended A& of Ordination, 
bearing Date in Augui, 1694, by the late 
Bifturp ef Refs, dong after Prelecy, and all 
Superivrity in Offices in this Kingdom ae 
bove Presbyters, had beeu.abolith’d by Ki 
and Parliament, in the 3d-AG of Parkarncit 
held in the Year 1689. 

Tho’ this pretended Ordination fo mani- 
feftly Defe&ive; The faid Mr. Greinfheils 
pretended to juftifie, and carry’d himfelf fo 
haughtily, as to decline the Authority of the 
Church, which he had the Minute before 
acknowledg’d, aad then with an Ignorance 
equal tu his Prefumption, pretended, to bea 
Presbyter of the Church of Exgland,tho” his

of Scosland 5 and tofupport this, alledg’d 
an imagioary!ncorporation of the Churches 
of Svotjand and Englind, and tc compleat 
his Inconfiftencies and Follies, did endea- 
vour to juftifig this Incorporation by the 
A& of Union, tho’ it his moft carefully 
preferv’d theE ftablith’d PresLyterizn Church 
Government in Scotland, and diftinguifh’d 
the Cafe of the Church here, from that in 
England. 

It cannot feem firange, that the Reve- 
rend Presbytery did difcharge the Com- 
plainer in thefeCircum ftances to preach,fee- 
ing he had got fo much as the Pretence of 
Authority, and was in Bffe@ aLayman, af: 
fuming to himfelt Orders in a Place where. 
there is a Church eftabiifh'd by Law, with 
Power of Difcipline And {eeing there ape. 
pear’d fo much Prefumption, both in the 
Manner and in the Matter of his Defence 
The Presbytery did moft juMly require the 
Civil Magiftrate, to take Care that fuch 
fhould not be admitted to preach to the 
People. 

The Magiftrates of Edinburgh, who were 
at the fame time call’d upon by great Num- 
bers of People, by a Petition, craving, That 
aReftraint might be put to fuch Abufes, 
did neverthelefs proceed with the outmof 
Moderation ard Tendernefs, and only call’d 
the Complainer before them, admonithing 
him to forbear Preaching, and obey the 
Seatence of the Presbytery 3 Which he ha- 
ving tranfgrefs’d, and thereby cantemn’d 
both Feckefir#ick and Civil Ausbority; ‘The 
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_ Magiftrates did-imprifon him,. untit he 
thoultt find Caution for hjs good Behaviour 
and Obedience. | onan pee 
But Mr, Fames Greinfoeils the Complain, 
er, has tather chofen wprefent this Bid: of 
Sufpenfion, hoping without doubt, if he 
may prevail, a Boor may be open’d to 
reater Diforders,- and has for that End 
uft his Bill wich many Things Foreign to 
the Purpofe, 

The Reafons of Sufpenfion are ufher’d in 
with a Narrative of the Complainer’s be- 
ing legally Ordain’d a Minifter of the Gof- 
pel, and’ his having fometime ferv'd: the 
Cure at the Church of Tynam in Ireland, 
under a Prebend of Armauph, by which one 
fhould be tempted to belicwe he had been 
Ordain’d in Jrejand, and afterwards had 
preach’d there, til he bad come over to 
Scosland lately, and after his incon- 

~ fiftent Way, he is a Minifter of the Church 
of Scotland, England, and Ireland ; but by 
Authority of no legal Miffion in thefe or 
any Church whatever, and what Incorpo- 
ration he will find to joyn all thefe, is hardly 
to be forefeen: The Truth is, that he is 
not legally Ordain’da Minifter any where 5 
Bot being a Curate under a Prebendary in 
Ireland, is come by his private Authority 
to create Difturbances here. 

The Complainer pretends to give good 
Evidence of his Affe&ion and Qualifications 
to the Governments but the Ordination 
from an Exau€orate Bifhop, who never 
own’d its Authority, nor the Supremacy of 
King Wiliam, nor of her Majefty; As by 
thir own Principles they ought ; aod the 
Complainer’s comiag over to difturb the 
Eftablifhment of the Church and People, fo 
well affeéted to the Civil Government, and 
the Protefiant Succeffion The warm Sup- 
port the Complainer meets with here, from 
Péople who have given no goud Evidence of 
Affe@ion toit, I fay, this Condu& does very 
ill agree with the pretented Loyalty the 
Complainer boa fts of. 

- It were unneceffary to give the Lord Or- 
digary the Troyble, to examine the Ac- 
. count the Complainer gives of bis being 
invited <6 preach, and ufe the Service of 
the Church of England here, of which he 
will he hardly able to. give any good: Bvi- 
dénce, ue}ther will it he to the prefer “ure 
pofe to give particular. Apiwers to feveral 
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other affedted Reafons,-no ways belongite 
to the Cafe, and cherefore peyton A ae 
thatt concent themfelves to anfwei'orily fich 
Reafons, which may feem' to concern che” 
Subje& of the Complaint. as 

the Complaiaet’s fir! Reafon: is, That” 
being Ordain’d a lawful Miuifter, he his 
the Benefic of the 16th A&t of the Meeti 
pee oh secy es whereby it is'pri 

ited and: difebarg’ at any Iijury be 
‘offer’dby eh whatfomever, iong 9k 
niSters of the Gofpel, either in their Cburches 
or Aoufes. 

But the Complainer forgets the foflowitg’ 
Words, (Who are prefently in the Poffeffion- 
aud Exercife of their Minifiry therein, ant 
bebave as sunder she prefent Goveri- 
ment) And it’s certain, the Complainer 
neither does, nor pretends t6 fubfame jn: 
the Terms of the A@, rior of any of the. 
A&s mention’d in ‘his Bil ; And it were a 
Matter of very bad Confeqhence, if. the 
Minifters of the Church, and the Magiftraé 
tes in this Part of her Majefty’s Kingdom, 
fhoutd admit a Perfon to preach upon a’pte- 
tended Ordination, by 4n Authority abo- 
lifh’d by the Civil Power, and contrary to 
the Ecclefiaftick “Eftablifhment ;- .Thefe’ 
whom the A& of the Convention did 'pro- 
te&, were Minifters, who at leaft were 
own’d as fuch by one fide or others 
But this Complainer is in a quite differeoc 
Cafe, being Ordain’d in manner forefaid 
Nor does this Queftion only concern this 
Part of the Ifland, for there Were Exav@o- 
rated Bifhops in England at the Time of the 
Revolution, as well as in Scotland, but ne-. 
vet any (uch wereallow’d to Ordain, which 
would be to allow a perpetual Schifm. 

2- The Complainer does much iafift up- 
on the Church’s Want of Power over others, 
than thefe of their own Communion, but at 
the fame time acknowledges, the Church 
has the Power of Difcipline, as to Immorae 
litics and Esrors, and that the Civil Magi» 
firate ought to puc their Sentence in Bxe- 
cution: Now by-the Complainer’sownWa 
of Reafoning, the Church had- Mee 
Reafon to enquite, Whether he was a 
Minift-ror no? And if be was not, to re- 
firaiu hie, as not hzving.a Miffion from any 
Authority acknowjedp’d by any ‘Church, 
and conicqvently the Magiftrates were io 
their Duty to put the Sentence in Execu- 

tion, 
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tion, and méght have punifh’d the Com- 
plainer perfonally ; but yet they have con- 
tented themfelves only to imprifon him, 
till he finds Caution for Obedience. 

The good Town does reckon themfelves 
-in this Cafe concern’d to anfwer, what the 
‘Petitioner endeavours to fet forth fo earneft- 
ly, That he fuffers for ufing the Ceremo- 
nies of the Church of England, tho’ it is 
very plain, that thefe Ceremonies had not, 
at the Time of the Revolution, the Autho- 
rity of any Scclefiaftick Judicature nor 
Civil in Scotland, nor can never have it 
now. Nor is it lefs certain, that by the 
Complainer’s own Principles, no Forms can 
be introduc’d: into any Epifcopa? Church, 
without Concourfe of both: But the Com- 
plainer being no Presbyter of any Sort, and 
in Effe& a Lay-Man, was juftly call’d b 
the Presbytery, and forbid to preach, whic 
_ js enough fo fupport the Presbyteries Sen- 
tence, a4 that Sentence is fufficient Ground 
for the Magiftrates to have proceeded, as 
theyhave'done. 

nd where the Complainer alledges, 
That the Magiftrates had no Warrant, by 
any fpecial Law, to imprifon in the Cafe 
forefaid. ; 

It is anfwer’d, That all the Parts of ot 
Magiftrates Authority need not fpeci 
Aas, ae Furifdistions ea omnia cn 
videntur, fine quibus exerceri, mom porelt ; 
The Magifirates have Power to prevent 
Diforders, and are in Law bound to fee 
the lawful Sentences of the Church put to 
Bxecution, againft the Scandalous, Errone- 
ous and’ Depos’d Clergy-men, and much 
snore againft fuch who pretend a Miffion in 
Defiance to the publick Law, and having 
that Power, they have thereby the Power 
of Imprifnment, «ithout which, the other 
could not take Eff ét. 

But to give the Lords a plain Account of 
this Matter, by the A& of Parliament 1693, 

it is exprefly Statute, That wo Perfon ie 
continued er allow'd to be a Preachar within 
this Church, Mule{s Be comply with tbe Condi- 
tions nbere Tes down 3 Aud more particu- 
larly, bart no Preacher be, allow’d or con- 
sinned within the fame, ‘ualefs be anally 
observe the Uniformity of Worfhip objerv’d in 


this Church $ And by the 6th*A@ of Parlia- 
ment, 1707, the forefaid A@ is Ratify’ 5 
and it is exprefly provided, That the 
Form and. Purity of Worfbip prefently in Uje 
within this Church, [hall remain and continue 
unalterable ; And this is yet more folemn- 
ly fecur’d by the Treaty of Unione Now, 
it after all this a Man from.Jrejand, pre- 
tending to be a lawful Minifter, and who 
yet can give no Account of a good Ordina- 
tion, fhall come and preach here, and fet 
up and ufe Foreign Rites and Ceremonies, 
contrary to the Purity and Uniformity of 
Worfhip eftablifh’d in this Church; cag 
there be any thing more proper for the 
Church, than to take Notice, and reftrain 
fuch a vagrant peftilent Pradtifer; {pecially 
when he acknowledges, if he were preach- 
ing Error, he might be reftrain’d, by Vir- 
tue of the forefaid A&s: But fo it is, 
that thefe A@s are equally for the Purity 
and Uniformity of Worhhip againtt all In- 
novations, as they are for the Truth of the 
Confeffion of Faith againft Error, and con- 
fequently it did belong to the Church and 
Presbytery, to take Notice of this Com- 
plainer, having no lawful. Charaéter, and 
pra&tifing fo diforderly contrary to Law 5 
and the leaft they could do, was to forbid 
and difcharge him, which he contemning, 
the Church is fo warranted by the fame 
Law, to apply to the Civil Magiftrates, to 
make their Sentences Effe€tuals aad the 
Civil Magiftrate could ‘not in Law take any 
other Method to that Effec, than whas they 
have done: And the Imprifonment that bath 
hereon enfued, is moft warrantable,no ways 
within the Compafs of the A@ agaiaft 
wrongous Imprifonment, fince it exprefly 
excepts all Imprifonments by Virtue of Sen- 
tences; And therefore, fince the Com= 
plaiaer has been fo -Diforderly and Turbu- 
lent, and that both the Ecclefiaftick and 
Civil Judicatory have proceeded againft 
him moft legally and regalarly, and that in 
Effed he may relieve him(elf when he 
will, it he can but bow to a juft Compliance, 
in all Reafon and good Senée, his Bill oughe 
to - corer te
